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Asian Nationals ` Work for Rice Bowls， 
Says Former United Airlines Official

BOSION - Im a meeting with 
potential investors here last March， 
John Cowan，then chief financial 
officer of United Airlines，said the 
advantage of hiring Asian nationals 
is _ that they will "work for rice 
bowls” according to an investment 
executive who attended the meeting. 

Patrick McVeigh，vice president 
of Franklin Research，a Boston- 
based investment management com- 
pany，reported the incident in its 
financial newsletter Trustehnt。 It was 
Ieprinted in 8 pilots” union newslet- 
ter. 

Cowan resigned from the airline 
SeverTal weeks ago "because of a 
number of changes on the board of 
directors” said a Spokeman for 
United. "We did hear . . .abonut 
those Temarks Supposedly made by 
MIr.，Cowan，but there's no connec- 
tion." 

McVeigh，however，claims Cowan's 
statement "was One of the reasons 
he was Temoved." 

During the March meeting，he 
recalled，Cowan "talked about how 
the company had acquired the Far 
Eastern flights，and that the best 


thing about those lines was their 
right to hire Asian nationals，who 
would "work for rice bowls… 

"It bothered me how they were 
looking at their labor Situation， 
Said McVeigh. “They were treating 
their labor as a commodity，to pay 
the lowest cost. . . . In ouUr newslet- 
ter we mentioned that we felt a 
change in management was badly 
needed.…

Dealt Another Setback;

BERKELEY - Merle Woo，who in 
1984 won 3a $48,000 out-of-court 
settlement in a discrimination 
lawsuiit against UC Berkeley，has 
lost the latest round in her battle 
to win long-term reinstatement. 

As part of the 1984 settlement， 
Woo was reinstated for two years as 
a Visiting lecturer. But when her 
contract came UP for renewal in 


June 1986，she was not considered 
for reappointment. 

She quickly filed a new grievance 
against the university，but the 
hearing was delayed for a year. 
Finally，on June 22 of this year， 
Daniel Melia，Associate Dean of the 
Graduate Division，ruled that Woo 
had "not made a Signifant case to 
Support the complaints” in her 
grievance petition.

Ming-min，a US citizen and president of FAPA，the largest Taiwanese 
Reommunity OoIganization in the US; Zhang Tsan-hong，a US citizen active 
in Taiwan independence causes，Li Wo-yan，a_ longtime UN employee，and 
the late Kuo Lien-yin，a martial art master 记 SF Chinatown.

| the arTrest Warrants were lssued. Hsu Hsin-liang actually tried to _ turn 
| himself in last year，but he was refused entry when he landed in the

KMT legislator before 1949，died several years ago following a colorful

Mongolia shortiy before his death. Fu Chao-chu，a major Reagan contribu- 
tor and -an advocate of peaceful reunification of Taiwan and China，was 
SO outraged by the announcement that he publicly demanded an explana- 
tion of the warrant in his own paper. 

From this latest announcement it is clear that the Taiwan government 
desires to continue to control the Chinese commnunity in the US and 
Prevent them from exercising constitutional rights of free speech and 
asSOciation. Prof， Chen Wen-cheng of Carnegie-Mellon University，a critic 
of Taiwan，was mysteriously killed in 1982 when he returned to Taiwan 
for a visit， Li Ya-ping，the publisher of the Los Angeles-based Chinese 
daily，7zatemzatiomal Daiy News，two years ago was arrested and detained 
for two weeks on the Same charges，Chinese American journalist Henry 
Liu was assassinated nearly three years ago，primarily because he wrote a 
critical biography of Taiwan's president，Chiang Ching-kuo. 

The Taiwan government may have jlifted martial law，but her repressive 
long arm，which has dominated the Chinese American community contin- 
ues to harrass，intimidate and control the community。When will the 
Taiwan government leave us alone? When will the US government act to 
stop Taiwan's infiltration of the Chinese American community?

Their 
contention was that US authorities 
Were not processing quickly enough 
cases already cleared by the Vietna- 
Imese government，thus creating a 
backlog of cases. The Vietnamese 
government wants the US to decide 
On the cases before they resume the 
orderly departure program.

The Foundation has three pro- 
grams: 1) Sponsorship: a monthly 
contribution of $24 helps pay for 
Shelter， food， clothing， medical 
attention and education for one 
child. Over 6,000 children have 
American Sponsors.，2) Permanent 
Placement: Since 198$，the founda- 
tion staff have assisted in the 
Placement of 35 children，with 35 
Imore in Various stages Of process- 
ing. 3) Search and Unification: 
assistance to natural fathers in 
locating wives or lovers and their 
children in Asia，and to mothers 
and children ip locating husbands 
and fathers in the US.

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Vietnam Fljms May Heal Some Wound 
But They Tear Open Others 


By WILLIAM WONG 


Kill the gooks may not be the intended 
theme of two blockbuster flms about the 
Vietnam War experience，but its certainly 
the flip side of whatever the main theme is 
Supposed to be. 

The flms I refer to are Plaroon，which 
won the Academy Award as best picture of 
1986, and FL Mertal Jacket which has won 
critical praise for its portrayal of American 
combat troops. 

One cant expect either flm to be 
necessarily sensitive to Asian characteriza- 
tions. Their purpose，after all，is to show 
what combat was like in Southeast Asia. 

In that regard, both flms succeed. We 
see the utter confusion，violence，horrom 
terror，obscenity，profanity and insanity of 
combat from the lowest levels ofthe Ameri- 
can Presence in South Vietnam during the 
late 1960s. 

To one degree or another，both:flms 
have been hailed as deftmnitive artistic rendi- 
tions of one of this country'S soOrriest esca- 
pades on foreign soil. 

Social and cinema critics have cited 
Piatoon in particular for its cathartic quali- 
ties，]t has played a key role in helping 
this country exculpate the collective guilt 
heaped upon young troopers who fought in 
the trenches. Youll recall that these troop- 
ers came home to vilitcation and hostility. 
No ticker-tape parades or a heros welcome 
for them. Some still live with physical and 
psychic wounds that arem't healing easily. 

But Piaroon apparently is helping the 
healing process for at least some of the 
Vietnam warriors. 

As praiseworthy as both flms may be， 


“< 、 


they share in common an underlying theme 
that should disturb Asian Americans, That 
is，the Vietnamese subjects of those flms 
are dehumanized to an alarniing degree. 
They are no more than gooks, the enemy to 
be searched and destroyed. If they arent 
the enemy，then they're whores and pimps 
and ingrates. In sum, they are seen to have 
no redeeming qualities， 

One perhaps shouldn't be shocked at 
such aportrayal, but I camthelp but wonder 
how this impression is likely to play among 
the ever-growing Asian and Asian Ameri- 
can population， 

There is a fair amount of tension be- 
tween Americans and Asian newcomers， 
including refugees fromVietnam, Cambodia 
and Laos, Platoon and FwllMetalJacketwont 
help ease those tensions. 

It is even plausible that Asian Ameri- 
cans，say of Chinese or Japanese descent， 
may feel some of the negative ramifcations 
of the dehumanized portrayals of the Viet- 
namese in those flms. If we look somewhat 
alike and it we are unknown on a personal 
level, then we too can become gooks. 

I understand how the term gook might 
not have aiy personal connotation. In wam， 
which by deftnition is irrational, yourenemy 
needs to be depersonalized. It mmakes iteasier 
to_ kill him or her.， So，for the Vietnam 
\War“gooks”became the catchword among 
American troops. 

\Was there some other way to treat the 
Vietnamese in the two flms7 Idon't know， 
but PTm reminded ofhow a Japanese general 
was portrayed in the classic flm setinYorld
